Balkan Alliance 
HE trenty of alliance 
which the Forelgn 
Ministers of Greece, Turkey 
and Yugoslavia signed at 
Bled formalises a situation 
which has exlated Jn fact for 
eighteen months, It was 
during 1962 that = the 
menacing attitude of their 
Cominform nelghbours con. 
vinced the threo Govern- 
monts that some = form 
of defensive co-operation 
was essential. The result 
har been that defen- 
alve plans for any contin- 
xeney of a possible attack 
from the north have been 
worked out jointly. There 
Ia no common command or 
integration of forces as in 
fhe case of NATO, but the 
order of battle and mobilisa- 
tlon plans are now bused on 
the assumption of mutual co- 
operation in the defence 
of the Balkans, There | 
has thus been for some; 
time whats might be | 
called n do facto defensive 
alliance, but none of the! 
three partners had given any 
formnl pledge to come to 
the nxsistance of another.’ 
Now the alliance in formal 
as well as factual, One 
obvious difficulty presented 
itself in the drafting of the 
pact. It was easy to deal 
with the contingency of 
direct aggression ng the 
formula was based on the 
Atlantic Trenty—attack one! 
and the others come to its, 
aasistance. i 
UT there Ix another possi- 
bility, Greece and Turkey, 
but not Yugoslavia, are 
members of NATO. There- 
fore, the case might arise 
in which Greece and Turkey 
might find themselves in- 
volved In a war as an result 
of their obligntiona to come 
to the assistance of some 
other NATO member, but 
Yugoslavia would be under 
no such obligation. The solu- 
tion is n familiar one. Yugo- 
slavio agrees that in such a 
contingency the three would 
consult each other on 
measures to he taken In such 
a situati6n, More could not 


have been expected and all 
parties are satisfied and s0' 
are the NATO countries, 
But even so the overail 
position is still complicated 
and not satisfactory. There 
are now 
defensive systems: NATO 
and the Balkan Alliance with 
Greece and Turkey forming 
the link between them, while 
there in no provision for 
eventual military co- 
operation between the two. 
Any planning for such 
co-operation would — pri- 
marily concern Yugoslavia 
and Italy. But because of 
‘the Trieste dispute their 
relations forbid ft and that 
involves a dangerous weak- 
ness in what is for 
geographical reasons o par- 
tleularly vulnerable saren— 
the historic Ljubljana Gap. 
Poe ee Tey the 
rospects for Itnlo- 
ugoslay ngreement on 
Tricate are better than they 
over have been and it is to 
be hoped that an agreement 
will be reached shortly. 
The next sisi might be 
Italy's adhesion to the 
Balkan. treaty. The sim- 
plost and = moat logical 
solution would clearly be 
that Yugoslavia should her- 
self become a member of 
NATO. However, the 
{mmediate problem as aoon 
as the necessary relations 
between’ Italy and te 
alavia permit la the forging 
of. the link between the 
Balkan alliance and NATO.

"NO ARGUMENT 


As far as the present Court 
wag concerned, it was common 
ground that there was. no argu- 
ment bofore Mr Justice Gregg

before a claimant could be 
heard ngninst the application for 
condemnation. 

His Lordship sald he found 
a great number of factors which 
inclined him against tho first of 
these alternatives. The phrase 
“proprietary interest" would ex- 
tend to cover questiona rf 
ownership, bul it did not neces~ 
sarily extend to the right to 
possession jn all cases. ‘The 
final answer to the argument 
was, be thought, that nothing 
in the Ordinance or regulations 
gave tho Magistrate power to 
male any order as to the 
disposal of the articles seized. 


Tn his — opinion, Section 
15(9)(n) confers on the Maglst- 
rate power to decide whather a 
elalmant has a proprictary tn- 
terest, only to determine his 
Rtatus as a claimant, as an In- 
cident of the proceedings in the 
application, and not for the pure 
pose of deciding whether ha 
should be given possession of 
unforfelted property. 

The respondent's position 
elalmant was apparently con- 
ceeded to him at the original 
hearing without the proof re- 
quired by the = subsection.
